College  to  Offer 
insurance  Plan 

MSC  will  offer  a  voluntary 
accident  and  sickness  insur¬ 
ance  plan  to  its  students  be¬ 
ginning  with  the  fall  semester 
1965-66. 

Approved  by  the  college 
Board  of  Regents,  the  plan  pro¬ 
vides  12-month,  full-time  pro¬ 
tection.  The  cost  of  the  insur¬ 
ance  will  be  ?12  per  student, 
$30  per  student  and  spouse,  or 
$48  per  student,  spouse  and 
children. 

Students  wishing  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  insurance  program 


will  pay  the  fee  at  registration 
time.  Benefits  under  the  pro¬ 
gram  will  be:  accident— actual 
cost  up  to  $500;  dental  treat¬ 
ment  to  $500;  sickness — ^hos¬ 
pital  board  and  room  (30  days) 
$12  per  day;  miscellaneous, 
$125  per  sickness,  surgical  fees 
to  $250;  out-patient  expenses, 
$10  per  sickness ;  doctor’s  visit, 
$5  per  visit  (limit  $150);  spec¬ 
ial  nurse  service,  $8  per  day; 
consultant  fees  to  $20  per  sick¬ 
ness;  ambulance  expense,  $10 
per  sickness.

To  Hold  Seminar 
On  Bill  of  Rights 

A  seminar  on  the  Bill  of 
Rights  for  teachers  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  at  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College  on  Mar.  12  by  the 
Missouri  Bar  Association  and 
the  MSC  division  of  social 
science. 

The  seminar  is  designed  to 
increase  understanding  of  the 
Bill  of  Rights  and  to  present 
its  history,  meaning  and  prac¬ 
tical  application  of  the  constitu¬ 
tional  guarantees.  Attention 
will  also  be  given  to  the  legal 
processes  through  which  the 
Bill  of  Rights  has  been  inter- 1 
preted  and  enforced. 

Beginning  at  9:30  a.  m.,  the  j 
seminar  will  be  held  in  the 
main  auditorium  of  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  Building. 

The  course  will  involve  four 
lectures  and  discussion  periods. 
John  Scurlock,  professor  of  law 
at  the  University  of  Missouri  at 
Kansas  City,  will  talk  on  the 
“Protection  of  the  Individual 
against  the  State.”  Norman  An¬ 
derson,  Attorney  General  of 
Missoiu-i,  will  discuss  the 
“Guarantees  for  a  Fair  Trial.”  | 
Judge  Andrew  J.  Higgins,  Com¬ 
missioner,  Missouri  Supreme 
Court,  will  talk  on  “First  Am-! 
endment  Rights.”  William  P 
Murphy,  a  professor  of  law  at 
the  School  of  Law  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  o£  Missouri,  Columbia, 
will  discuss  “Equity  Under 
Law.” 

Dr.  Robert  Foster,  President 
of  Northwest  Missouri  State 
College,  will  deliver  the  wel¬ 
coming  address  and  Joe  Beav¬ 
ers,  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  Missouri  Bar, 
will  make  introductory  re¬ 
marks.

He  is  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  has  done  graduate 
work  in  England  and  Germany.  He  is  now  serving  as  Chap¬ 
lain  and  Assistant  Professor  of  Religion  at  Tarkio  College. 

The  Rev.  Lawrence  B.  Guillot  holds  a  B.  A.  in  philosophy 
and  is  chiefly  concerned  with  inter-failh  or  inter-church  re¬ 
lations.  At  the  present  time  he  is  an  assistant  pastor  in  Blue 
Springs,  Mo.,  and  is  serving  as  Chaplain  to  Catholic  students  at 
the  Kansas  City  Art  Institute. 

Rabbi  Myron  M.  Meyer  of  St.  Joseph  is  a  world  traveler  who 
has  visited  Europe,  Norib  Africa,  the  Middle  East,  Central 
America,  and  Canada.  He  holds  a  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree 
from  the  Hebrew  Union  College  of  the  Jewish  Institute  of  Re¬ 
ligion  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

The  Rev.  Norman  C.  Neumann  is  a  pastor  in  Minot,  N.  D. 
He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Theology  Degree  from  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Theological  Seminary  in  Naperville,  Ill.  He  has  done 
missionary  work  in  Japan  and  is  concerned  with  Christian 
education.

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Faculty  Vote  Modifies  Degree 
Requirements  in  Social  Science 

(  As  a  result  of  a  faculty  vote,  a  number  of  changes  will  be 
made  in  the  curriculum  and  degree  requirements  in  the  Social 
Science  Department.  One  of  these  changes  affects  students  with 

less  than  60  academic  hours.  If  students  are  working  toward 
a  B.  S.  in  Education,  they  must  have  a  major  or  minor  in  his¬ 
tory  or  political  science  if  the  resulting  major  or  minor  is  in  an 
unrelated  field.  All  other  students  with  a  major  or  minor  in  the 
department,  such  as  geography  or  sociology,  must  take  a  major 
or  minor  in  a  related  field.  As  an  e.\ample,  it  would  be 
possible  for  a  student  to  take  a  history  major  with  a  physical 
education  minor  but  not  possible  for  a  student  to  major 
in  social  science  witli  a  minor  in  physical  education. 
This  ruling  is  not  applicable  to  students  working  toward  a 
B.  A.  or  straight  B,  S.  degree;  however,  the  ruling  will  be 
advised  for  all  students  not  included  in  the  requirement. 

Beginning  in  the  fall  semester  of  1965  all  students,  regardless 
of  degree,  will  be  required  to  take  a  comprehensive  e.xamina- 
tion  for  purposes  of  testing  tlie  competence  of  the  student  in 
his  fields.  This  requirement  must  be  completed  before  the 
student  will  be  qualified  to  begin  student  teaching  assign¬ 
ments.  For  those  students  working  toward  a  straight  B.  S.  or 
B.  A.  degi'ee,  the  requirement  must  be  completed  before  grad¬ 
uation.  Upon  I’equest  study  aids  will  be  issued  to  students  for 
the  purpose  of  preparing  for  this  examination. 

A  number  of  curiiculum  changes  wiU  be  maue  in  tlie  form 
«f  new  courses  to  be  added,  as  well  as  changes  in  the  degree 
requirements.  Some  of  the  new  courses  which  will  be  made 
available  in  the  near  future  are  political  theory,  public  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  new  courses  in  geogi'aphy.  Students  w'ill  be 
offered  more  freedom  of  selection  ot  courses  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  their  advisor  in  the  social  science  division. 

Any  person  with  a  major  or  minor  in  the  social  science 
division  is  urged  to  contact  any  of  tlie  faculty  members  in  that 
department  for  further  information  about  these  changes  in 
requirements  and  curriculum.

Close  Out  Year 
With  13th  Win 

The  Northwest  State  College 
wrestling  team  keeps  improv¬ 
ing  and  keeps  Pattering  com¬ 
petition  and  tliey  proved  it 
again  Tuesday  night  when  they 
trampled  Graceland  College, 
31-8,  in  a  match  at  Lamoni,  la., 
to  close  out  their  dual  match 
season. 

Coach  Jerry  Landwer's  team 
streaked  to  its  35th  straight 
dual  mat  win  and  13th  of  the 
season  by  gaining  four  pins 
out  of  the  seven  matches  they 
won.  A1  Packer,  Lonny  Wie- 
land  and  Ron  James  did  not 
even  falter  in  going  after  more 
records  and  keeping  tlieir  win 
skeins  alive. 

Packer,  the  167-pounder,  has 
won  25  matches  in  a  row,  in¬ 
cluding  his  pin  in  3:10  Tuesday 
over  his  Graceland  foe.  Wie- 
land  wracked  up  his  24  victory 
with  the  fastest  pin  of  the  even¬ 
ing  in  1:41,  and  Ron  James 
kept  his  slim  point  lead  with  a 
pin  in  bis  match.  James’  time 
was  3:18. 

The  Bearcats  got  ijack  at" 
Graceland  for  an  earlier  oc¬ 
currence  this  year  on  the  Mary¬ 
ville  mats.  The  'Cats  stopped 
Graceland,  29-13,  last  Tuesday, 
but  the  13  points  tallied  by 
Graceland  was  the  highest 
score  tins  year  in  dual  matches 
against  the  Green  and  White, 
so  Landwer’s  charges  got  re¬ 
venge. 

Clark  Carnahan  wrestled  an 
exhibition  match  at  115  pounds, 
winning  for  Maryville,  and 
Harvey  Hallum  started  MSC 
rolling  in  123-pound  action  with 
a  decision  over  his  man.  At 
130  pounds,  A1  Jensen  gained 
a  win  by  decision,  and  in  137- 
pound  competition,  Paul  Steh- 
man  won  his  match  for  Mary¬ 
ville  by  default.  The  three 
stompers  followed  for  Mary¬ 
ville,  James  at  147,  Wieland  at 
157  and  Packer  at  167,  and 
their  results  are  given  above. 

In  the  177-pound  class,  A1 
Borkowski  dropped  his  match 
to  his  Graceland  opponent,  and 
at  191,  Bob  Reece  of  Maryville 
was  pinned.  Heav3fweight  Juan 
Mohr  closed  the  action  on  a 
winning  note  for  Maryville, 
pinning  his  man  in  5:00. 

In  a  comment  about  the 
match  and  the  way  the  college 
team  looks.  Coach  Landwer 
stated,  “Since  the  University 
of  Missouri  match,  our  kids 
have  really  improved  tremen¬ 
dously.  It’s  hard  keeping  kids 
up  mentally  and  also  improv¬ 
ing,  but  they’re  really  making 
an  extra  effort.”  ]
